Both farmers and commercial 
Slaughters must secure permits, 
according to the ruling. The only 


exception is when the: animal is ! 


slaughtered entirely for home 
consumption. Any transfers to 
others of any portion of the ani- 
mal without a permit would con- 
stitute a violation of the food 
order, 

REASON FOR PERMITS 

Issuing of these permits coin- 
cide with the start of meat ra- 
tioning, since rationing of meat 
cannot. be fully effective if any 
supplies by-pass the rationing pro- 
gram, the War Board pointed out. 
“When some individual gets more 
than his share, he is reducing the 
share of some other person who 
may be soldier, sailor, marine, 
civilian worker, or ally. Consider- 
ing the sacrifices farmers have 
made to produce livestock for the 
War effort—not for the black 
market—violations are extremely 
serious.” 

Permits will be issued only on 
the basis of applications filed at 
the County Agricultural War 
Board. April 1st is the important 
date. ‘Those affected are urged 
to file applications immediately.
